Recommendations for Intersection @ Oakland Avenue, Gray Street and Cliff Street 
Elisabeth Carr-Jones, Working Group Lead, TAC

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following changes be made at the intersection of Oakland Avenue, Gray Street and Cliff Street: 

1. Install curb extensions to narrow Gray Street at corner. 

2. Install crosswalks and handicap ramps on Oakland Avenue and GrayStreet. 

3. Install crosswalk signs and advance warning signs for Oakland Avenue crosswalks. 

4. Install sidewalk on GrayStreet between Oakland Avenue and Gray Circle. 

5. Remove stop sign on leftside of Gray Street approach. 

6. Monitor operations and evaluate effectiveness.
